3. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the claimed method for 
producing a palladium-containing hydrogenation catalyst, wherein divalent palladium 
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is reduced from tetra aqua-palladium (II) perchlorate and precipitated onto a nano- 
carbon material (fullerene Ceo, carbon nanotubes, or a mixture of C6o and C70). 

Hirai et al. does not teach or suggest the employment of tetra aqua-palladium (II) 
perchlorate, as demonstrated in Applicants' remarks. Therefore, the combination of this 
reference's teachings with those of the WO document does not result in a teaching of 
the claimed invention.
